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CIVIL SERVICE STANDARD! 

One of the great sources of pride of the Canadian people 
,s the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. Although this body 
.nay owe something to tradition iOias never rested on past 
laurels, but maintains its high standard of service, year 
ifter year. It picks its men carefully, subjects them .to 
rigid preliminary tests, and then puts them through a long 
period ol - training. Of all organizations in the Dominion it 
appears to stand highest, find one of the main reasons must 
he its complete release from all political domination, and 
ts selection of members on the basis of merit rather than 
influence. 

Is there any reason why the civil servants of Canada 
ftould not develop the same high standard, the same fit¬ 
ness for their work and the same eflficiency ? This could be 
ccomplished if the same rigid rules applied in initial ac¬ 
ceptance, and if all appointments were coippletely removed 
irom the sphere of pol.tical influence and “pull.” Another, 
•ondition of efficiency is security of position, if work is 
atisfactory, and this is most imporiant. 

Hut highest efficiency can never be attained unless civij 
ervants can look forward to the future with assurance 
hat good service will be rewarded with advancement and 
that no malicious political influence can undermine them, 
i'heir value to the country lies in carrying on the funda¬ 
mental services regardless of changing governments and 
ill disrupting influence. .They are ti e steadying force of tRe 
•ountry’s business, and cont nuity of tenure is an essential 
f they are to serve as they are expected to serve. Of all the 
pledges of the U.F.A. government none was more admii- 
ibly fulfilled than the pledge to keep the civil service free 
>f partizan influence. The result has been a good standard 
>f service in the various departments of Alberta govern¬ 
ment. 

It is one of ihe most serious weaknesses*of the present 
ovevnment that it has not seen fit to maintain this policy. 
' here has been a steady profession of able, experienced men 
ismisseji-from offue. The province will pay dearly for this 
lisphfeement, and for the uncertainty, which must prevail 
n departmental offices. ATbeita is in suff ciently rerious 
sition with the chaotic condition of the Social Ciedit gov- 
nment. Hut w v en this chaotic condition is forced into 
■very element of administration, it is a crime against the 
lectorato of the provnee.

He advised 
that farmers should be persuaded to return to “the humbler 
life.” lie believed that the farm problem was not one of 
iams, reservoirs and strip-farming, but one concerned with 
i condition of mind. He objects to single crop methods, 
ind advised rotated ciops, especially' legumes, and “hard 
work.” 

It is perhaps unfortunate that the excellent suggestion! 
which he may have made, failed to leave anything of the 
mpression of this urge to the humbler life. ' 

At this mortient, the lowered standard of living amongst 
he farm population of the West has slowed the movement 
>f clothing, of furnituie, of all manner of household goods, 
f paint and lumber and all 1 nes of industry. If the far 
iers resigned themselves to a still humbler plan of living, 
every factory in Canada would have to dismiss employees. 

About half of the population of Canada is living in the 
•ountiy, and the urban population with its secondary occu- 
nations, would fare poorly if the farmers clothed t’ emselves 
in homespun, resorted to home-made furniture, home-madi 
mplements and sod shacks. 

It is sometimes forgotten by city people t’ at Canadian 
armers, of old stock particularly, are not peasantry. They 
.re land owning people, and are engaged in an industry 
vhi<?h requires quite as rquch skiH as the various- occup • 
ional classes of the city. V. hat they have to sell shoul 
■ommand prices on a parity with what they have fo buy. 
md with what the city man expects for his labor of brain 
or brawn.

Prognostications 
■ Jpf Summer Election 

Will Government He Defeated on Bud¬ 
get in June? Will Aberhart Carry On? 

It is current talk that the Aberhart 
government will be defeated on the 
budget in June, and the line-up as be¬ 
tween government and insurgents is 
still problematical. 

After defeat in the house, few ex¬ 
pect Mr. Aberhart to carry on in pub- 
l'c life. His retirement, it is sug¬ 
gested, will leave the leadership of his 
dwindling group of adherents to Dr. 
VV. W. Cross, present minister of 
trade and industry, and health. Dr. 
Cross is expected then to lead the 
group over to the C.C.F. 

One difficulty in the way is seen in 
the probability that the insurgent 
group would lie more acceptable allies 
for the C.C.E., and might make defin¬ 
ite overtures in that direction in prep¬ 
aration for an early appeal to the elec¬ 
torate. 

The likelihood that Mr. Abcrhart’s 
band of the faithful would call for a 
vote on the budget as quickly as pos¬ 
sible when the house meets on June 7, 
suggests there will lie little of the de¬ 
ls^ and sidestepping of issues that 
marked the earlier sitting. Mr. Aber¬ 
hart, his speeches make it clear, wants 
th,e issue settled at once. 

Many of his 'followers want him to 
lead an appeal »to the people right 
away. Against this view, there is some 
opinion in the cabinet in favor of mov¬ 
ing across the floor, allowing the in¬ 
surgents a chance to try their plans. 
This is construed as a gamble on the 
likelihood the insurgents would fail 
miserably and so suffer a disadvantage 
when, after a few months, they would 
have to call an election. ^ 


Five present cabinet ministers, it is 
understood, stand little or no chanve 
of acceptance in insurgent circles. 
They are Premier Aberhart, Dr. Cross, 
Hon. W. A. Fallow,. Hon. I.ucien May¬ 
nard and Hon. D. B. Mullen. 

Rather strangely, Hon. E. C. Man¬ 
tling, .Mr. Aberhart’s closest adviser, 
is considered a possibility for a re-or¬ 
ganized cabinet. His health has kept 
him out of the limelight for several 
months, and he may take the oppor¬ 
tunity at the climax to leave public 
life. If he does not, there is a place 
for him in the re-constructed Social 
Credit party. 

The Social Credit board, it is learned 
has made no‘definite preparation to 
launch the new Social Credit act, 
though its four members, who get $8 
a day, are usually found in the office. 
Premier Aberhart has made a start¬ 
ling reversal in his attitude to Major 
Douglas. A pamphlet published 
monthly by the Social Credit party in 
Edmonton ' contains an article from 
the premier, entitled “Do We Need 
Major Douglas?” Mr. Aberhart’s an¬ 
swer is given in capital letters: “WE 
DO NEED MAJOR DOUGLAS.”
